They systematically 
wink at a constractive treason which Is rife 
and virulent and organized in various places 
all over the land. Yet they areprobably 
only winking, not wholly blind. Long the 
nation winked at the machinations of slav- 
ery, till the booming cannons against Fort 
Sumpter roused itso thoroughly that it neither 
slumbered nor rested more till slavery was 
extinguished, and the spirit of slavery con- 
quered. So there are-indications, as Dr. Me- 
Glynn gays, that a nulne, a wise and strong 
American spirit, is sttif alivo and wakeful, 
and eure ere long to compel into conformity 
with itself all the loose or opposing elements 
of allen social forces which have taken up

A new American party must, from the na 
tureof things, be formed ero long.

> About Agnosticlem. 


The Howard Presbyterian church of San 
Franelsco. Cal, was crowded to the doors, 
Sunday, August 7th, with a congregation 
which had attended to hear the sermon of 
Dr. Newman. The eminent clergyman spoke 
upon Agnosticlam and the tallselous argu- 
ments of the exponente of that nonbellef.

The Catholic soclal congress at Llego was 
attended by several members of the relch - 
stag. Herr Winterer; deputy from the house; 
mado an effective speech on the relations be: 
tween the church and socialism. Referring 
to the socialists of Germany he declared the 
organization. to be Inereasiug in numbers, 
and stated that it now embraced three mil- 
lion souls within the radius of its Influence. 
To gave society he sald it was necessary to 
secure the co-operation of the church with 
the government's combined and regulated eft- 
forts to enlighten the masses as to the rain 
ous results of socialistic principles. Anoth- 
er speaker, Herr Woeste, advocated practical 
reforms—the regulation of child snd woman 
labor, compulsory workman's assurance, tho 
formation of syndicates of Christian work- 
nien under the supervellon of the church, and 
legislation to limit the consumption of alco- 
hol, all of which suggestlom the congress. 
approved, The German soclalists regard the 
procesdings of the congresa with feeling of 
contempt. All the resolutions adopted by 
the congress ended with a declaration of the 
church's supreme right to direct social re- 
forms. The congress concluded bf affirming 
that the principle of the temporal power of 
the pope was necessary to the welfare of the 
soclety. j

Ishuess of preaching.” The Bible prophecy 
of the time when the gospel shall be preached 
to all natidns, and when tho “earth shall be 
Mied with the knowledge of the gloty of 
God" la quoted. But what gospel must it be? 
Even the Independent hardly passes as sound- 
ly orthodox with the staunch old New York 
Observer. Probation and no probation after 
death make a war of words that clash and 
ring far over the land as they go out from 
theological schools, ali claiming to be “sound 
In the faith once delivered to the saints." 

It must not be the Unitarians or the Uni- 
versalist gospel. These are without an old 
fashioned hell, nal devil, or man's total 
depravity—all. und doctrines which 
the good old woman called "the consolation 
of the gospel," are wanting, and noorthodox 
board of missions would endanger the poor 
heathens by sending sach heretica among 
them. 

It must not be the gospel of Spiritualism, 
for the Independent shows only a blind and 
absurd contempt for that. 

Ts “thé knowledge of the glory of God” con- 
fined to Christians? The worship of the inĝ- 
nite Brahm by the devout Hindoo, the Vedic 
thought of “the soul which standeth in the 
bodies of all beings," are bot thé same God- 
idea. Whatever can enrich it is well, but 
the thought is fiot of Christianity alone. 

The Mohammedan ts so intense a bellever 
In one God that he spurns Unitérianism with 
contempt as an insult to Allah—the one in- 
finite ruler. 

The Evangelical forms of faith and doc- 
trine which are.called orthodox are breaking 
up and changing; the thought of the world, 
Christaln and Pagan, is leaving thelr dogmas 
behind and adding to thelr truths the later 
revelations of our day. Converting the 
heathen world to the orthodox faith, while 
that faith {s fading and changing in Christ- 
lan lands, Is, In the nature of things and ín 
view of plain facta, an absurd impossibility. 

The great American Board of Commission- 
era for Foreign Missions is smitten with the 
first shock of. paralysis. It will lve on and 
work on for a time, and then pass away. The 
new facility of world-wide travel and trafe, 
the fair study of the world's religions and 
of psychological and Industrial science, and 
larger thought and deeper insight of our day 
will open the way for a higher ht of 
the Supremo Intelligence, a deepér sense of 
duty and fraternity and a nobler, and more 
rational Ideal of immortality the wide-world 
over. 

As we know each other bettor we shall give 
more heart-felt welcoiae to every good word 
and work of all true men and women in 
evory land, which may helpto this consum- 
mation most devoutly to be wished. 

Spiritualism, now spresding around the 
world, the stone which the builders have re- 
jected, bhall become one of the chief córner- 
stones of the great templé of humanity, and 
no shrine in that temple will be dedicated to 
ecclesiastical dogmatism, but the light of 
pare and undefiled religion will warm and 
vitalize all souls therein. So will. come the 
conversion of the world.

Freedom and National Unity. 


Zeal will always be blind in spots, it 
needs correction and guidance from without. 
The JOURNAL has of late been carnestly ar- 
guing in favór of systematic efforts for 
national unity and’ homogeneity; bot ít 


‘would hesitate to favor that at the expense 


ot any of the principles of freedom „which 
are characteristic of our clvillzation. Our 


Indian Bureau has here been of late show- 


ing a zeal without understanding on one 
point, while very wise on another. It has 
determined that in the public schools among 
the Indians the tesching shall hericeforth be 
only in English. That is wise. All public 
school teaching should be in Rnglish, and 


benevolent, and the teaching anobjectionable 
in the main; though the inisslonary theology 
1s not altogether such as the JOURNAL would 
approve. But that does not affect the ques- 
sion at Issue. Lot the nation control Ita own 
Institutions, and let these be made as far as 
possible promotive of the public good. Bat 
individuals and companies must be free to 
pursue thelr own end and follow thelr own 
judgment and consclence while not interfer- 
ing with the operation of public Institutions. 
On this ground alone the publie institution 
of fairness and right will demand the recall 
of the obnoxious order. Missionary labor 
and every other labor have their rights as 
well as the public school, which is made for 
freedom, not ita destruction or mutilation.

The domain in which the potent efforts of 
women are exercising a commanding loĝu- 
ence, constantly Increases in dimensions. In 
the past she has successfully demolished 
many barriers and gross obstruetions that 
have impeded her progress, and to-day her 
energies, as onylelding as ever, are exerted 
in bebalf of new reforms; that her ultimate 
triumph is certain no one who has carefally 
observed the signs of the times wili deny. Ia 
some of the professions she has assumed a 
high position and won for herself a name of 
which she may well be proud. In medicine 
particularly has she succeeded admirably, 
and this may be owing, in part, to the fact 
that more is expected of her than of the or- 
dinary malo practitioner. It is cla! 
the medical colleges are more strict with wá- 
men students than with the men. In t 
first place a good high-school examination is 
required of women before they are admitted; 
this the men, except in rare Instances, mar 
omit. Another thing, when womatrttecides 
to study medicine as a professlofi she goest 
college to study and to work /while it is fre- 
quently the ‘case with mate students that 
they are sent to such departments by'enthu- 
silastic parents to be made doctors, and in 
consequence, elther play or stady to suit 
themselves, It js sald that Dr. Harriet Post 
has a very lucrative practice as a physician 
in New York City. Another prominent wo- 
man physician there holds clinics at the 
morgue, delivers lectures to students, attends 
to a large practice, dictates articles for the 
medical journals and has found her way late- 
ly into the pockets of a number of wealthy 
New York people, so that n new, hospital will 
shortly be erected with the funds she has se- 
cured. She Interests everybody in beb work, 
and is one of the successful female physi- 
clans of New York. Illinois has a considera- 
ble number of women who rank high as phy- 
siclans and some of them as surgeons. In 
Chicago Dr. Leila G. Bedell, Dr. Jalla Holmes 
Smith, Dr. Sara Hackett Stevenson and a 
number of others hold enviable positions in 
the/profession and enjoy lucrative practice. 
Dr. Frances B. Phillips, of Bloomington, is 
one of the best equipped physicians and sur- 
geons among the younger practitioners, and 
brings to her work an invaluable experience 
gained from assiduous study and practice in 
Germany, where she went to perfect herself 
in sorgery and in the treatment of the dis- 
eases of women. AY 

The wonderful progress made by women in 
art, sclence and literature is vividly illus- 
trated in thelr Exhibit at the Inter-State In- 
dustrial Exposition now belog held in this 
city.
